In One Year Allies Have Accounted 
For Over Four Thousand 
Enemy Planes 


In one year on the British western 
front the Royal Air Force has ac- 
counted for 3,233 enemy airplanes. In 
the same period the nayal air 
thot down 623, a total of 3,856. 

An official statement dealing with 
these operations sa 

“The Royal Air Force during the 
year beginning July 1, 1917, on the 
; ritish western front, destroyed 
2,150 hostile machines and drove 
down out of control 1,083. In the 
same period, the aim force units 
working in conjunction with the navy 
shot down 623 hostile machines, 

“During the period 1,094 of our 
chines were missing; 92 of these 
were working with the navy, 

“On the Italian front from April 
to June, 1918, the British destroyed 
165 hostile machines and drove

down six out of control, Thirteen 
of ours were misssing. 

“On the Saloniki front, between 
January and June, 21 hostile  ma- 
chines were destroyed and 13° were 
driven down out of control, Four of 
ours were lost. 

“From March to June in Egypt 


and Palestine 26 hostile machines 
were destroyed and 15 were driven 
down out of control Ten of ours 
were missing. 

“In all the theatres of the war the 
British air superiority and strength 
progressed rapidly and continuously. 
From this it is safe to assume that 
when the new factor of America’s 
outpnt, both aircraft and personnel, 
enters the situation in the fighting 
zones the acrial ascendancy of the 
entente allies should give them very 
great advantages.”

Losing Good Wheat 


A Great Waste of Grain at Thresh- 


ing Time 


In a letter to the Drovers’ Journal, 
M. J. O'Neill of Kalamazoo county 
Michigan, calls attention to the 
waste of grain at threshing time, He 
says:

Most ma- 
chines have them. If you want to 
know how big this loss is go out 
under the blower some time and see 
if you don’t think you are in a hail- 
storm,” 


The 


amount of grain blown over 
every year is worth thinking about. | 
It is well known that the amount 
varies and some Joss is unavoidable. 


The loss is largest in old, wornout 
threshing machines, or poorly oper- 
ated machines, when the grain is 
fed through the machine unevenly 
and too rapidly, and when grain is 
light in weight or in damp or bad 
condition. 

These conditions can be partially 
controlled. The use of threshing ma- 
chines owned by a ring of farmers 
results in better separation of the 
grain and straw since the work is not 
so likely to be rushed, It is done with 
the idea of doing it well rather than 
running out a large number of bush- 
els. 

On the other hand the widespread 
lack of experienced labor this year 
and the necessity of using many men 
who have perhaps never pitched a 
bundle into a machine, will work 
against clean threshing. 

There is bound to be a certain 
amount of grain run over, however, 
and the only sure way and the best 
way known of recovering this waste 
is to keep enough cattle and hogs on 
the farm to eat up all grain that is 
lost in the straw as well as the grain 
that is left in the field.

Canadian Officer Saves 
Roumanians From Exile 


Col. Joseph Boyle of Yukon Plays 
Heroic Role in Defending 
Hapless People 


Colonel Joseph Boyle, a Canadian 
officer, from the Yukon, has become 
the popular hero of Roumania and 
wears the highest Roumanian decor- 
ation within the gift of the king, for 
saving a number of Roumanian dep- 
uties from the hands of the Russian 
Bolsheviki, according to travelers 
reaching France from  Jassy, the 
temporary Roumanian capital, 

Soon after the Russian Bolsheviki 
broke off relations with Roumania 
last January, as the result of al- 
leged anti-Bolsheviki activities on 
the part of the Roumanian deputies 
several of these officers were arrest- 
ed at Odessa following the invasion 
of Bessarabia by Roumanian troops. 
lhey were sentenced to exile to Se- 
bastopol and were placed on board a 
ship to be deported. None of them 
knew what their fate might be and 
would 
never sce their native country again. 

Colonel Boyle pleaded in their be- 
half with the Bolsheviki leaders and 
insisted upon their innocence. ‘The 
Bolsheviki authorities were deaf to 
his appeals and would not revoke 
the sentence of exile. Colonel Boyle 
then declared that if the Roumanian 
deputies were deported he would 
share their fate. A special steamer 
conveyed the deputies and Colonel 
Boyle to Sebastopol, where, after a 
stay of several days, during which 
the party suffered many hardships, 
Colonel Boyle finally convinced the 
Russians that the Roumanians were 
innocent and all were released. 

Colonel Boyle took them back to 
Odessa by the steamer on which 
they were deported to Sebastopol 
and accompanied them to  Jassy, 
where he was given a great recep- 
tion by the people and the - govern- 
ment, King Ferdinand awarded him 


the Crown of Roumania, the high- 
est Roumanian decoration, 
Colonel Boyle is six feet tall, 


rugged and broad as the country he 
comes from. It was he who, when 


all other means of communication 
were impossible, carried from Jassy 
jto Odessa the Roumanian peace

Function of German Volkschule is to 
Train Masses in Blind Obe- 
dience to Autocracy 
Long admired by short-sighted 
Americans as the acme of efficiency 
and thoroughness in elementary edu- 


cation, the German  volkschule— 
the school for the children of — the 
working classes—has actually been 


for the 100 years of its existence lit- 
tle better than a nursery for slaves 
of autocracy, Some of the methods 
by whichit has approached its aim 
of stultifying the thinking functions 
of the average citizens are described 
in a recent article in the School Re- 
view. 

The volkschule, according to Mr. 
McConaughy, “has the frank aim of 
accomplishing the spiritual and intel- 
lectual slavery of its pupils. 

“The subjects which have been 
most useful in making puppets of the 
students are history and _ religign. 
The first is exclusively German, a 
glorification of German successes and 
an absolutely untruthful treatment 
of the history and purposes of all 
other countries. In Germany history 
has been prostituted and made to 
serve the military aims of the state. 
The teaching of religion is a mere 
form without any attempt to touch 
the heart. Its main value to the state 
is the inculcation of habits of sub- 
ordination and obedience. 

“The elementary teacher in Ger- 
many is a drillmaster who maintains 
military discipline in his — school, 
Striving to subjugate instead of to 
educate the pupils, resorting to cor- 
poral punishment for the slightest 
reasons, The method which he pur- 
sues is to lecture to the pupils, re- 
quiring them to repeat, usually ver- 
batim, what he has explained. Mem- 
orized work is demanded to an ex- 
tent that would dumfound an up-to- 
date American teacher, 
on the part of pupils is not consid- 
ered necessary. All the teachers are 
government servants, appointed by 
the government by whom alone 
they can be removed. Four-fifths of 
the elementary school teachers in 
Germany are men; obviously the ed- 
ucation which little girls in the ele- 
mentary schools receive from this 
type of teacher cannot secm ideal to 
1 American. The 
schools are not professionally super- 
vised. Usually the clergy of the 
community is responsible for sceing 
that government educational edicts 
are carried out.

“The equipment in 
German elementary school would not 
make the American educator envi- 
ous. Ventilation is usually entirely 
lacking; American visitors have sut- 
fered from headache and nausea in 
an atmosphere which is typical of 
all German schools. Individual seats 
are almost unknown, Benches are 
provided, seating from four to eight 
pupils. The seats, of course, cannot 
be adapted at all to the needs of 
the individual child; they are usually 
only half as wide the type of seat 
considered satisfactory in our 
schools, The average blackboard in 
a German clementary school is only 
four by six fect.”

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Big Network of Railroads 


Canadians Have Now Strong System 
of Strategic Lines in France 


The following article by Roland 
Hill from war correspondents’ head- 
quarters, France, has been received 
by the militia department: 


Behind the new fighting line since 
the Huns’ advance in April there has 
grown up a_ network of strate 
railways, making a formidable sys- 
tem which more than compensates 
us for the loss of those lines we had 
to abandon and destroy in our re- 
tirement, Almost from the day the 
enemy crossed the Nord Canat prac- 
tic lly every battalion of Canadian 
railway troops has been working 
Unceasingly at the task, some units 
acting as pioneers in the construc- 
tion of the great defence line that 


causes the Huns to hesitate on this 
sector, 


Little French villages that never 
hoped for stect links with the larger 
cities have now become, as if by the 
rubbing of some magic Aladdin's 
Lamp, great_junctions where train- 
loads of supplies come and go every 
part of an hour. The new lines run 
through the fertile fields of growing 
crops, and careful building has sav- 
ed the Frenchman his harvest, but 
for the necessary strip of permanent 
way. There are alternate routes 
{around towns which the Hun might 
shell, and day by day stores of care- 
fully concealed ammunition dumps 
}grow up, which are fed by the strips 
\of steel, 

“Speaking from a strategical 
}point of view,” said a railway staff 
officer, “we are in a better  posi- 
tion today than we were on the 
Somme, The hundreds of miles of 
new track have been built specially 
for military use, and conform with 
the fighting front. All possibilities 
have been considered. Where, pre- 
viously, we had to rely on civilian 
built lines, which would  tediously 
run round the country by indirect 
routes, we now have a military 
system which takes out supplies in 
the quickest and most direct way to 
where they are needed. The est 
German thrust gave us the first test 
of the system, and divisions were 
shifted with a speed that must have 
surprised the Huns.” 

In the same way some of the 
Canadian auxiliary troops have been 
working untiringly in the gun spurs 
behind the new front, off which the 
big howitzers pound: the enemy 
positions, One battery from the mid- 
dle west has the record of construct- 
ing twelve of these in a week, and 
jeach one was cleverly camouflaged 
ifrom the prying eyes of Hun airmen. 
} From the new = railheads, many 
‘of which have been christened with 
| Canadian names, there start freshly 
jconstructed light railway “systems 
that wind their way through little 
valleys still screened from the enemy 
to the fine new reserve trenches, 
which have not yet had to be used, 
jand perhaps never will be. You can- 
not run trains over a line drawn in 
blue pencil on an ordinary map, and 
the railway engineers have to build 
scores of miles that might be used. 
They must be there for an emer- 
gency. 

The construction of the new Brit- 
ish defences—railways play a prom- 
inent part—have been marvelously 
complete, and have been so rapid 
that before the Huns could take 
breath for another stage of attacks 
on this northern section the fabric 
of a fortress faced them, and grew 
into such menacing shape that he 
hesitated. Now, if he takes another 
\fling at the middle road to the coast 
‘he will have to pay the same great 
price in blood. The “army behind 
the army” has done its duty and 
built well—even better than it de- 
{stroyed in the sombre days at the 
jend of March.

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Britain was Near to | 
Irretrievable Disaster

U-Boat one of the Greatest Perils 


Against Which the Allies 
Have to Fight 


The great body of the British 
nation fails to realize how near Brit- 
ain came to irretrievable disaster be- 
cause of the German U-boats, — said 
Frederick George Kellaway, secre- 
tary to the minister of munitions, 
speaking in an English Midland 
town last week. A 

In discussing the submarine peril, 
Mr. Kellaway said: 

“The U-boat is still one of the 
greatest perils against which the 
allies have to fight. ‘Phose who sup- 
pose we shall ever be able to abolish 
these risks are living in a fool’s para- 
dise. But, thanks to the navy, our 
losses are being brought to within 
limits which the allies can bear 
without flinching. 3 

“Recent returns show the losses of 
munition ships from submarine war- 
fare are only about a quarter of 
what they were when the U-boat 
campaign was at its height. There 
have been weeks recently when the 
Germans failed to sink a single ton 
of munitions.” ‘ 

Lord Beresford, calling attention 
to the danger from uninterned aliens 
and expressing the belief that many 
ships have been torpedoed through 
information furnished by spies, and 
that a month ago the British, allied 
and neutral tonnage sunk amounted 
approximately to 13,000 tons daily, 

A fortnight ago it was 4,000 tons 
daily, and last week 3,000 tons daily. 
These, he declared, were satisfactory 
figures, and the spies would be com- 
pletely beaten when the British and 
Americans got their large fleets of 
destroyers on the water.

Philosophy Offered for Best Wheat,

and Development of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway announces that it 
will award a silver cup valued at five 
hundred dollars for the best bushel 
of hard spring wheat exhibited at the 
International Soil-Products Exposi- 
tion at Kansas City, Mo., October 16 
to 26, 1918.

For the benefit of those who are 
new in the district and have not had 
the experience the rest of us have 
had I will state exactly what I did 
to raise a fair medium crop in a year 
we practically never had a drop of 
rain during the growing season. 

Last year right after seeding I 
double-disked these hundred acres, in 
order that any showers that might 
fall before the land was ploughed 
would go into it and the weeds might 
sprout, and also to level the long 
stubble so it would not stand upon 
end when plowed, and prevent the 
top soil from forming connection with 
the bottom soil, I plowed the land 
fairly deep in June, followed with 
subsoil packer and harrowed it sever- 
al times. When the weeds got too 
bad in the fall I double-disked the 
land. However, this disking is bad 
practice, it invites “blowing,” and I 
would advise against using the disc, 
particularly where the land is sub- 
ject to “blowing.” 

I hear that there is now on the 
market a new cultivator that cuts the 
weeds and does not leave the top soil 
like dust. 

As far as the sub-packer goes, in 
years when we get plenty of rain it 
is not necessary to use it on summer- 
fallow as the rain will pack the land 
well enough, but in a year like the 
present, I swear by it. 

The new settlers on the Reserve, 
who have a lot of breaking to do, 
should observe that unless the land 
is broken at the right time and work- 
ed up right the crop will be small, 
particularly is this true in a dry year. 

On Section 27-19-21 can be seen an 
80-acre crop on new bresking. It 
belongs to Steve Williams. ‘"t is a 
splendid looking piece and if it {* all 
like that seen from the road it should 
not make less than 25 bushels to the 
acre. This land was broken deep at 
the right season and worked up in 
fine shape, and Mr. Williams will get 
well paid for the work he put on it. 

On the other hand, out on the Re- 
serve are several pieces broken at any 
old time before the freeze-up last 
year and not worked up until this 
spring, and the crops on them amount 
to nothing. 

This is clearly a year when only 
moisture counts and no matter how 
fine you worked up your fall and 
spring plowing if the moisture was 
not there when you started it did not 
come since and hence your crop is 
burned up. I have seen Pieces of 
fine worked-up fall plowing complete- 
ly dead, while pieces of stubble, 
where the crops were merely drilled 
in, yielded a small crop. 

Four years hence we can reason- 
ably expect another dry year and any 
meén caught with crops on anything 
but well summer-fallowed land in 
this district should be taken up to 
Ponoka for a while to think it over, 
Of course, there is always the possi- 
bility of climatic changes, but, even 
80, nobody would be the loser for 
having their land well prepared. 

Another matter we should attend 
to is to put oats on better prepared 
land. As it is generally believed that 
in this district more money can be 
made from wheat than oats, the re- 
sult is that the oats needed for a 
farmer’s own use is put in on the 
poorest prepared land.and hence is a 
failure in a dry year, It is not very 
pleasant to anticipate buying oats for 
all next year at around $1.00 per

obligation, or have been misled by the advice 
of ill-disposed, disloyal or seditious persons. 


AND WHEREAS we desire, if possible, to 
avoid the infliction of the heavy penalties which 
the law imposes for the offences of which these 
soldiers have thus been guilty, and to afford 
them an opportunity within a limited time to 
report and make their services available in Our 
Canadian Expeditionary Force as is by law 
their bounden duty, and as is necessary for the 
defence of Our Dominion of Canada. 


NOW KNOW YE that we in the exercise 
of Our powers, and of Our good will and 
pleasure in that behalf, do hereby proclaim and 
declare and cause to be published and made 
known THAT THE PENALTIES OF THE 
LAW WILL NOT BE IMPOSED OR 
EXACTED as against the men who belong 
to Class 1 under Our Military Service Act, 
1917, and who have disobeyed Our Proclam- 
ation aforesaid ; or who have received notice 
from any of Our registrars or deputy registrars 
to report for duty on a day now past and have 
failed so to report ; or who, having reported 
and obtained leave of absence, have failed to 
report at the expiry of their leave, or have 
become deserters from Our Expeditionary 
Force, PROVIDED THEY REPORT FOR 
DUTY ON OR BEFORE THE TWENTY

To all to whom these presents shall come or whom the same may in any 


A Proclamation of conditional amnesty respecting men belonging to 
Cliiss 1 under the Military Service Act, 1917, who have disobeyed our 
Proclamation of 13th October, 1917, or their orders to report for duty, 
or are deserters or absent without leave from the Canadian Expedi- 


AND WE DO HEREBY STRICTLY 
WARN AND SOLEMNLY IMPRESS 
UPON ALL SUCH MEN, and as well those 
who employ, harbour, conceal or assist them 
in their disobedience, that, if they persist in 
their failure to report, absence or desertion 
until the expiry of the last mentioned day, 
they will be pursued and punished with all the 
rigour and severity of the law, SUBJECT TO 
THE JUDGMENT OF OUR COURTS 
MARTIAL WHICH WILL BE CON- 
VENED TO TRY SUCH CASES or other 
competent tribunals: and also that those who 
employ, harbour, conceal or assist such’ men 
will be held strictly accountable as offenders 
and subject to the pains, penalties and forfei- 
tures in that behalf by law provided for their 
said offence. 


Provided however that nothing contained 
in this Our Proclamation is intended to release 
the men aforesaid from their obligation to 
report for duty as soon as possible or to grant 
them immunity from arrest or detention in the 
meantime for the purpose of compelling them 
to perform their military duty; Our intention 
being merely to forego or remit the penalties 
heretofore incurred for failure to report, 
absence without leave or desertion incurred by 
those men of the description aforesaid who 
shall be in the proper discharge of their military 
duties on or before the said twenty-fourth day 
of August, 1918. ;

others whom these presents may concern are

Meeting Hunger Menace 


Description of the Actual Food Con- 
ditions Found in England 
Today 


The following description of food 
conditions in Great Britain has been 
written from London by Mr. Ray- 
mond B, Bolton, a newspaper corres- 
pondent: 

“Every available foot of soil has 
been or is being tilled. Miniature 
gardens dot the country from coast 
to coast. Where a few years ago one 
would see golf courses one now finds 
growing things—wheat, corn, barley, 
rye, oats, garden truck, ‘Thousands 
of these small gardens have sprung 
up, fairylike, almost over night, They 
are tilled by women, children and 
old men, 

“Thousands upon thousands of ro- 
bust, healthy young women, who 
have never turned their hands to toil 
in their young lives, have donned 
khaki uniforms similar to those worn 
by their brothers at the front and 
have gone to the f releasing 


jlarms, 
thousands of men who are now able 
to shoulder the rifle instead of the 
hoe and the rake. For two years now 
women have borne an increasingly 
important share of the work of pro- 
ducing food supplies in the British 
Isles. One does not have to search 
for proof of a food shortage in Eng- 
land; the proof is on every hand, 

“It may truthfully be said that the 
need of conserving every possible 
bit of food has gone to the heart of 
every man, woman and child in 
Great Britain. Not an ounce of food 
is wasted. The doctrine of the clean 
plate is rigidly adhered to. I have, 
for the past three weeks, made a rig- 
id scrutiny of every plate in my im- 
mediate vicinity by a customer — in 
public cating houses in London after 
the completion of his meal, and ‘it is 
a fact that I have not seen one mor- 
sel of food left for the garbage pail. 

“In three weeks I have not had a 
grain of sugar. As a substitute, sac- 
charine is offered, which few people 
use. A limited quantity of sugar 
may be obtained by procuring a 
sugar card; but the difficulties which 
arise through the necessity for ob 
taining a card and carrying the sug- 
ar wherever you go make total ab- 
Stinence preferable. I cannot actually 
recall what butter tastes like. Yor 
breakfast one is offered margarine, a 
white, pasty substance which is no 
more like the margarine one obtains 
in America than salt is like sugar, 
This is also rationed. They say but- 
ter is rationed, but, whether this is 
true or not it makes no difference, 
for the only place where real butter 
can be obtained is on the farms, and 
even those who make the butter are 
Strictly limited as to the amount of 
their own product they are permitted 
to use. No butter or margarine is 
allowed for luncheon or dinner. 

“Bread, yes, the people of Britain 
eat bread, of a kind. I guess until 
several years after the war real white 
bread will be an edible gone but not 
forgotten, At each meal one re- 
ceives a very small piece of bread, 
about the size of a baby’s hand. 

“Beef and pork are so scarce. that 
the vision of a steak such as is to be 
had in thousands of our inetropolitan 
eating houses would be a sight so 
rare to the Britisher that he would, 
1 dare say, be too overcome with joy 
to enjoy properly the tasty viand, Of 
the four coupons allowed each per- 
son with which to purchase meat, 
two are good for beef, pork or mut- 
ton, while the others are reserved for 
the purchase of bacon, game and 
poultry. If one orders cooked beef, 
pork or mutton, such a small portion 
is served that the pangs of hunger 
are far from satisfied. ‘The portion 
served would approximate a fifth of 
the meat portion served nowadays in 
American cafes and restaurants, 

“One could eat two meals in siuc- 
cession in London and le the table 
slightly minus the self-satisfied feel- 
ing begotten by unrestricted eating 
in any American cafe, In addition, 
one has to pay more on the average 
for a meal here than in the United 
States or Canada.”

Prisoners’ Treatment 


Why So Small a Proportion of the 
German Prisoners Attempt 
to Escape 


The contrast between the  treat- 
ment which Germany has accorded 
to British sailors and soldiers while 


prisoners of war and that which is 
given to captured Germans was viv- 
idly illustrated by a sight witnessed 
in one of the most beautiful parts of 
the Surrey Downs, England. It 
explained why so small a proportion 
of the German prisoners attempt to 
escape, Along a glorious country 
lane were strolling rather oy a 
dozen men whose caps at once iden- 
tified them as Germans whose fight- 
ing days are over—not because they 
are disabled, howev for most of 
them were healthy-iooking fellows, 
especially the two  N.C.O,’s who 
brought up the rear. The only indi- 
cation that they Were under — re- 
straint was a private of the R.D.C, 
armed with fixed bayonet, who walk- 
ed in their midst, Once he — left 
them by the roadside to inquire the 
way to the spot where they were to 
help in felling trees, telling them on 
his return to ‘ y on.”

Taking an Aeroplane Across 
Lines for the First Time

On the night of which IT am about 
to write we were to take our acro- 
Plane across the lines for the first 
time, writes‘one of our indefatigable 
airmen, 

It was an ideal night for the ex- 
Periment, still and clear, aiid as we 
Bot away from the acrodrome and 
flew towards that palpitating line of 
flame which is the frontier of the 
War, our anticipations were keyed to 
the highest pitch, 

Our orders were to drop — our 
bombs on certain German billets; 
then fly around with a roving com- 
mission to use our weapon against 
any and all legitimate targets which 
Presented themselves, 

My pilot and 1 always manage to 
work in very close co-operation, If 
J spot anything unusual my method 
is to point it out to him, and 
then decide as to the advisability of 
getting nearer to it or farther away 
as the case may be. if, on the oth- 
er hand, he sees something* first, he 
attracts my attention cither by hit- 
ting me on the head or wobbling the 
joy-stick so that the “bus” swings 
from side to side. 

“What do you make of that?” le 
says, “Shall we go down and have a 
look at it?” 

All I can see, perhaps, is a black 
blob on a road or a cloud of steam, 

“How's the engine running?” I 
ask him,, because a great deal de- 
pends on your distance from the line 
and the sweetness of your machine, 

“Thumbs up!” he says. 

“Right hol” I reply, 
go!” 

That is how we worked it 
night. We had “laid our eggs” on 
the enemy's billets and were cruis- 
ing about more or less casually at a 
height of between five and six thou-

sand feet above a large town some 
fifteen miles behind the German 
lines. 


Suddenly I saw a_ long, snaky- 
looking train winding its way along 
a loop line which led up to the main 
line from T- to one of the most 
important of the German railheads. 
Feeling sure that it was either a 
troop or, ammunition train, I pointed 
it out to my pilot, and after the us- 
ual rapid consultation we dived for 
il. 

At a thousand feet I opened fire 
and saw a burst on the metals just 
in front of the locomotive, By this 
time half the train was in the loop 
section, the forward half was on the 
main line, We flew alongside the 
train at 500 feet. 

My third or fourth shot caused a 
curious little blue flame in the loco- 
motive itself and the train came to a 
standstill. We again dived tntil we 
were just a few feet over the. tele- 
graph poles, pumping stuff into the 
carriages and wagons as hard as I 
could make my new weapon work. 
There was not much left of the train, 
We had done something to worry 
the enemy. 

For five minutes we flew up and 
down that train, In the clear moon- 
light I could see little dark figures 
running from the danger zone into 
the fields on each side of the railway, 
running this way and that, seeking 
shelter and mercy from the flying 
death, 

Then a cool-minded and courage- 
ous little group of soldiers got a 
machine gun out of the remains of 
the train, sect it up in a. meadow near 
the derclict locomotive, and started 
firing at us. 

They must have been brave men, 
for, quite apart from anything else, 
the spectacle of a big night-bombing 
“bus” diving and zooming and turn- 
ing so near the ground is enough to 
test the stoutest nerves, However, 
these grey-coated fellows got their 
gun going, and for two or three min- 
utes gave us a very hot time, 


As soon as we had fired all our 
rounds I signalled to the pilot, and 
in order to reduce head-resistance 


crouched down im my “office” with 
my head below the “stream-line” of 
the machine. Then we “climbed” for 
the lines—and home. 


All That We Can Spare 


Demand for Food for Overseas Is 
Far from Being Satisfied 


Dr, R. J. MeFall, acting commis- 
sioner, cost of living branch, in a 
report of stocks of food in cold Stor- 
ec, refers to the continued unsatis- 
fied demand from overseas for beef 
and other products, “The very low 
figure in egg holdings on April 1,” 


says the report, “indicates that the 
storages 3 entirely clear of last 
year's stoc Cheese has also de- 
creased markedly since last month, 


In this we see the result of the Can- 
ada food board's efforts, causing the 
sale of unnecessary accumulations 
and stopping the holdings of old 
stocks of produce over the season of 
new production.” 

Holdings of beef are being moved 
rapidly. The report calls attention to 
the fact that the export of food pro- 
ducts “has been centralized in the 
hands of the allied provisions export 
commission, and thereby our own 
consumers well as the allies are 
being saved still higher prices, which 
would result from the old system of 
competitive buying by a dozen differ- 
ent commissions buying against each 
other, This commission has wired to 
us that up to the present they haye 
been taking all available surplus of 
pork products, beef, cheese and but- 
ter, and that they shall undoubtedly 
require all that Canada can spare of 
these products.”

Naval officials are particularly in- 
terested in the dreadnoughts and 
battle cruisers Germany may have 
secured by seizure of the Russian 
fleets, At Icast cight modern  battle- 
ships were in the Baltic and Black 
Seas, and four battle cruisers were 
under construction at points in the 
Gulf of Finland when 
collapse came,

Germany Dreams 
Of African Empire 


Will Demand Cession of Territory 
From England, France, Bel- 
gium and Portugal

eign secretary, it is interesting to 
note what their leading newspaper, 
the Kreuz Zeitung,.has to say about

| proceeds to say: 

“Victorious Germany will have no 
paper agreements, She simply will 
require of England, France, Belgium 
and Portugal, the cession as an in- 
deimnity of such portions of their pre- 


sent possessions as she may need 
for the establishment of her Central 
African empire, Togoland and 
Southwest Africa to be the corner 
pillars of this new colonial empire 
which Germany intends to develop 
into a great military power, with 


carefully protected wireless stations, 


roads, railways, shore batteries and 
depots for raw materials, food and 
munitions,” 


The Kreuz Zeitung bedrangles be- 
fore the cyes of the German public 
the idea of a great army of German 
natives, remarking that the hotten- 
tots especially provide excellent ma- 
terial for soldiers. It declares that 
in the military training of colored 
Jauxiliary troops, Germany intends to 
take a great place among 


the na- 
tions, 
This new policy will be, says the 


Kreuz Zeitung, to make that com- 
pany of Germans in Africa an armed 
and strong force of white and color- 
ed protective troops which will nev- 
er permit contiguous opponents to 
send a single man from the African 
soil to the European seat of war un- 
less they wish to abandon their own 
colonies,

In regard to submarine 
tion in Germany, Admiral 
said there was no definite 
tion here, Reports ranged, he said, 
from five a day to three a month. 
The admiral was not disposed to 
question, however, the recent state- 
ment of Sir Eric Geddes, first lord 
of the British admiralty, that more 
submarines were being sunk than 
Germany could replace. 


Alcohol as Fuel 


Mixing Gasoline and Alcohol 
Automobile Fuel Being 
Investigated 

The possibilities of mixing gaso- 
line and alcohol for automobile fuel 
are being investigated. Should the 
experiments prove the practicability 
of this mixture for power it will open 
up an immediate and profitable field 
for operations of the brewery estab- 
lishments that are being outlawed 
from the manufacture of alcohol 
beverages ‘The production of in- 
dustrial alcohol on a large scale 
would help materially to increase the 
supply of motor fuel, 

It is reported that nearly 
automobiles in Norway and Sweden 
are operating on alcohol made from 
waste sulphite liquor from pulp mills, 
Alcohol is also used in automobiles 
in Spain, where the sale of gasoline 
for use in passenger cars has been 
prohibited, 

Waste from sugar mills and waste 
vegetable products provide other 
sources for the production of alcohol, 
Distilleries and breweries whose bus- 
iness is being curtailed by passage 
of dry laws and by regulation of the 
food administration against use of 
grain for manufacture of intoxicants 
have the apparatus and skilled labor 
requisite for the production of in- 
dustrial alcohol from these wastes. 
They should welcome an opportunity 
to continue operation, utilizing such 
products, 

Alcohol can be blended with gaso- 
line to produce a suitable fuel that 
will avoid the difficulties of starting

_ The men who go down to the sea 
in ships, not only to withstand the 
rigors of the elements, but to take 
chances with the treacherous sea 
Pirates, have made great sacrifices. 
The merchant seamen have borne 
the brunt of the submarine  cam- 
Paign, So many of their comrades 
sleep in the deep that their memories 
rise Up as monuments to German in- 
famy, This perhaps is why the Brit- 
ish seamen have made a vow. It has 
been printed and spread broadcast. 
It is stamped on millions of letters 
that leave the Old Country, It is 
the stamp of the Seamen’s Union, 
and reads as follows: 

“A people who can glory in the de- 
struction of merchant ships and the 
drowning of their crews and passen-

If those who are di- 
rectly responsible for these crimes 
are brought to the bar of justice, 
and the German people, when they 


know the real facts are ready to 
make retribution for the wrongs 
their leaders committed, then will 


there be a chance of the allied peo- 
ple individually forgetting what has 
transpired, The monuments that will 
rise to the victims of German blood- 
lust will be sufficient to tell the 
whole world that such things must 
not happen again —Toronto Globe. 


Price Fixing Difficulties 


Evasion of the Regulations and the 
Discouragement of Production 
W. Clarke, of Queen's 

rsity, is the author of an inter- 
esting bulletin relative to price-fiix- 
ing, which has just been issued by 
jthe department of history and politt- 
cal science. 


After citing various causes for 
‘price fluctuation, Prof, Clarke men- 
{tions instances where fixation has 


failed as a practical policy, The first 
trouble, he says, is caused by eva- 
sion of the regulations. People with 
money will offer more than the gov- 
ernment price and in numerous 
cases the offers will be aggepted. 
Even in Germany, where the mes- 
tic government seems all powerful, 
the evasions have been astounding. 
The natural result is that the scarcity 
of supply becomes greater than ever. 

After evasion, the next great ob- 
jection is the discouragenient of pro- 
duction, For example: “Timit the 
price of milk and the farmer can 
churn and sell butter, limit the price 
of butter and he can sell cheese, lim- 
it the price of all dairy products and 
he can fatten his stock for market.”
